THOUGHT IL 


That *tis probable God may awaken fome new Powers and Fae 
culties inthe Soul, after its Dzparture bence. 


Eader, ’tis the Opinion of a learned Writer *, 
That tho’ the Senfes of Seeing, Hearing, and pof- 

‘bly that of Smelling too, will accompany the Bodies of 
the Saints to Heaven, but for che other Two groffer Sen- 
fes, they are too courfe and infignificant to have much 
Employment there, and therefore he judges they'll be 
thang’d into Two new ones, of a more (piritualiz’d and 
more refin’d Nature, not but the Nature of our Facul- 
ties will remain the fame in Heaven that they are here : 
Gradual Advantages and Perfeétions I do acknowledge 
they will receive, and thofe very great, immediately up- 
on their Admiffion thither, but gradual Advantages will 


not alcer the fpecifick Nature of our Souls. If their 
fpecifick Nature were chang'd we fheu’d ceafe to be 
Men, and then it wou’d follow, that Men obey’d and 
difobey’d the Laws of God, and another Species, or Kind 
of Creatures, will be fav’d and damn’d, which teems to 
me very abiurd and incongruous : Whether God may 
awaken any new Powers, or Faculties, in the Soul of Man 
after its Departure hence, I know not, nor will I deny 
the Poffibility of it, for I think it confiftent wich the 
Prefervation of our {pecifick Natures, and do therefore 
believe, that God will awaken ‘ome new Powers and Fa- 
culcies in Our Souls when they are freed from the Body, 
for in Heaven the Priviledges and Prerogatives of our 
adapted raifed State will bein our aétual and full Poflef 
fion : We fhall in Heaven be ever under the Smiles of 
infinite Love, and under the moft invigorating Influen- 
ces of the God of Life, whofe conftant srertcdaniens 
of us fhall draw forth all the vitil Energies of our Fa- 
culties, and perhaps of fome Fac: lties which yet are la-

Now what is Glory 
but the Luftre of dilcover’d Excelleacy and Perfeétion ? 
And Oh! the Excellence of the Lord Redeemer in his 


exalted State! His Transfiguration amaz’d Beholders! 
When he appear’d to Saul he ftruck him Blind, the diftant 
Sight, or Glance, which Stephen got imprefs’d no ordinary 
Majefiy and Glory on hisCountenance. But you'll here 
afk, How does the Glory of the Divine Nature of C hrift 
fuits its Emanations and Tran{mifhons through his Hu- 
man Nature ? There is his Perfonal Glory, as to his Hu- 
man Nature, a Glorious Body, Spiritual, Immortal, 
incapable of Sufferings, lively, and of the neareft Alli- 
ance and Approach to Spirit, and every Way fitted to 
fublerve the Fusétion of his compleated Soul, and (likea 
Chriftal Mirror) cw have his inward Glory tranfmitted 
throvgh it to all Spectators. A glorious Soul, exerting 
all ics Vigours in and through his Body, wherein every 
Gefture, Look, and Motion, and Expreffion, fhal thew 
the excellent Temper, Furniture and Beauty of his Soul, 
from whence I think it is moft apparent, that the Glory 
of the Divine Nature of Chrift tuits its Emanations and 
Tranfmifions through his Human Nature, which, as 
great a Miftery as it may feem to fome, isan undoubted 
‘Sruth.

Refidue of Per‘e€tion (it | may call it (©) which never 
can be known by any meer Creatvre, and ic is more 
than [ can prove, that God neither hath made, nor can 
make a fort of Beings to whom he doth, or will, or may 
difcover himfelt by a Name higher and cleath’d with 
more lofty Accributions than either we or thofe Spirits 
(cil’d Angels from their Miniftrations to this World) 
can reach, or are capacitated for. But I dread to walk 
in the impofhible, or forbidden Scarches of the incom- 
prehenfible Sourfe and Aby(s uf Perfeétion, left { thould 
meet with that fevere and awfil Reprimand, who i this 
that darkens Counfel by Words, without Knowledge? Job 38. 
2. But this may fhew how little our Words, or Thoughts, 
can reach God’s own effential Verfedtion; yet is this 
Godhead united to the Man Chrift {efus, but how I fo- 
lemoly profefs I know not, tho’ I believe it to be true, 
and think it eafily demonfirable from facred Writ, and I 
think it as copioufly aff-rted and plainly prov’d as almoft 
any Article of the Chriftian Faith and I take the Gof 
pel to have very little Myftery comparatively, if fo far 
diluted as to lofe this Central Myftery, 1 Jim.

"Tis ws eafy a Thing for Ships to fail in she Clouds of the fir, 
as inthe Sea, and *tis an Invention that will be found Ob 
when Mankind fhall.difcover the Way into the World of he

T HIS Thought confifis of Two Parts, viz. Hype fm 1 > 
thetick and Propbetick, to prove the Hyporhefis— 

Clouds are form’d in the Air either ordinarily, or extt® 
ordinarily 5 ordinarily by the Exhalations of thia and 


moift Vapours, juft as the Steam of a boiling ee 1 
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sfcends, which meeting together, and juftling in the | 
air, by little and little are condens’d into thick Clouds, 


or airy Rivers, which by Degrees empty themfelves 
ggain into che Sea, as all other Rivers do upon the Earth. 
extraordinarily, when feveral Winds meet together, (as 
‘tis frequent in fome Seas) the equal Strife caufes a whirl- 
ing, violent Afceufion of fighting Particles, which form 
5 Vacuum in the Shape of a leaden Pipe, or Pump, as 
high as the. Clouds, but Nature abhorring a Vacuum, 
fils that vaft Pipe with Water, by way ot Suétion, or 
drawing up. So that prefently there are form’d Clouds 
of many Millions of Tuns of Water, which can eafily 
enough bear up a Ship, for Water lofes norits Nature in 
being lefs,as is evident by aShip fwimming as well inTwen- 
tyFathom deep as Twenty Thouland, Nor has it le(s Pow- 
er inthe Air, than on the Earth; for a Tub of Water 
upon the Top of a Houle, will bear up a Hat, Stick, 
ec, aseafily as the Well in the Ground, from whence 
that Water wastaken. But tho’ we have prov’d, that 
Ships may fail in the Air, we fhan’t promile profperous 
Voyages, which brings me to the Prophetick Part of my 
Cannon, viz. That Mankind fhall diflover the Way into 
the World of the Moon, when they find out the Way ot

O prove this, (for I know you expeét no lefs thana 
Demontiration) I need not fay you muaft confider, 
(for you do) that there can be no Effeét without a Caule, 
no Motion without a Mover: The Opinions that pafs 
in this, and the lower World too, have not becn enough 
examin'd, viz. That the Sun, Moon and Srars being 
monftrous Bodies, and continually upon the Hurry ’tis 
fuppos’d, that they moving, drive the Winds along with 
’em, and that the Difference of their Motions caufes

fometimes happen, for they only proceed immediately 
from the Lungs of the World, when it has catch’d Cold, 
or is difpos’d to Jaugh or whiftle, which makes the Air 
fly fafter out. The other Nightthe World had got the 
Highcough, which is very often miftaken for Thunder.— 
We are in almoft a Hundred Miftakes about the World’s 
common A€tions ; when it fpits, ’tiserroncoufly fuppos'd 
to be a fheoting of Stars 5 when it turns its Head on one 
Side, either ina Fitof Laughter, er by being afham’d at 
jome unhandfome Actions it fees, prefently *tis concluded,

there’s an Eclipfe of the Su. I might add hete, that all 
Earthquakes proceed from the fighing of the World when 
‘tis ina melancholy Humour,tor its raifing up its Body,(as
